Capt. Donald Farnham of the US 
Army arrived home at 7 pm last 
night, after a 30 hour flight from 
Vietnam, via Japan, and' Travis 
Air Force Base in California, 

He was greated by his family 
at the Logan Airport, 

One of the most decorated Army 
aviators of the war, he has been 
in practically every battle in the 
IM Corps area of Vietnam, andhas 
flown in excess of-1000 hours in 
combat flight, 

Capt Farnham, among his many 
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tors in his platoon, of sister units, 
and members of the US Navy at- 
tached to his platoon, 

He taught classes on the tactics 
of the armed helicopter, andon the 
employment of the various weapon 
systems, and, in the Army’s words 
‘His extensive knowledge, ingenu- 
ity, and boundless enthusiasm have 
contributed materially to the in- 
doctrination of newly assigned a- 
viators in the platoon, 

One of the operations which 
Capt Farnham supported was ‘Dou-

decorations, has the Silver Star, 
two Distinguished Flying Crosses, 
the Soldiers Medal, the Bronze 
Star, two Air Medals with ‘Vv’ for 
valor, thirty seven oak leaf clus- 
ters to the Air Medal, the Army 
Commendation Medal, two Purple 
Hearts for wounds received in 
combat, and the Vietnamese Cross 
of Gallantry with Silver Star. 

His war record was a brilliant 
one, and just before he left he was 
awarded the Bronze Star, for dis- 
tinguished service against an 
armed hostile force, together with 
his second Purple Heart. 

Capt. Farnham, with two tours 
of duty tn Vietnam, served a total 
of five years in the Far East since 
1961, and for the past year has been 
platoon commander of an armed 
helicopter platoon, the 501st As- 
sault Helicopter Company, 

He is credited by the US Army 
with responsibility for a high state 
of individual profiency of the avia~ 
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ble Eagle’ with the US Marines 
near Chu Lal, He leddally attacks 
against Viet Cong, and his platoon 
accounted for one third of the total 
Viet Cong casualties in the oper- 
ation, 

‘Through his devotion t duty, 
he has significantly contributed to 
the counter-insurgency effort in 
Vietnam’ the Army says, ‘His un- 
tiring efforts ~ his unusual ability 
to ‘stay on top’ of the situation 
has asssisted numerous ground 
commanders in the control oftheir 
units. His continued dedication 
to the mission of the Army aviation 
units in Vietnam have gained him 
the respect of the ground advisors 
whom he serves, They repose 
full confidence in his exceptional 
knowledge of counter-insurgency 
operations’,

Farnham contributed to the devel- 
opment of numerous new concepts 
of armed helicopter employment, 
He developed and tested the use of 
rocket ladened helicopters to place

Selectmen hear complaints 


The Lowell Gas Company had 
the first inning, at the Selectmen’s 
meeting Monday night, 

Representatives of the company 
were present at the request of the 
Board of Selectmen to expiain why 
a better job had not been done on 
yBuFlington~Avenue, Aldrich Road 
and Boutwell Street, when gas 
mains were installed. 

Chairman Lloyd Bender opened 
the discussion by saying that ac- 
cording to the contract the gas 
company should have been through 
by the middle of September, and 
then added that he understood that 
one of the contractors had had a 
broken axle, on Burlington Avenue, 
Selectman Niles said he had been 
on Burlington Avenue that evening, 
and that Jt was better than it had 
been, and Selectman Miceli said it 
was not yet a finished product. 

Selectman Charles Black was ab 
sent because of illness, 

Mr Gerard from the gas compa- 
ny mildly commented that the work 
should be through in a couple of 
days, and Miceli asked if he were 
certain that it would not drag on. 
Mrs Drew commented that she un- 
derstood the work had to be done 
in two stages, and Miceli spoke up 
to say that for a Spell the work had 
stopped completely. 

It had been, Miceli said, a haz~ 
ardous situation for weeks, He un- 
derstood, from other contractors, 
that the ‘binder’ could be put in 
Place shortly after the rough coat 
of road surfacing. 

Gerard explained that the dirt in 
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be ali dug up again, The coldpatch 
used temporarily had to be taken 
out, in the process, All Burlington 
Avenue should be finished in a few 
days, he sald, 

Bender then brought up the sub- 
ject of -bonding (financial). The 
representatives ofthe gas company 
were certain that their company 
was bonded, for Wilmington, or 
they would have been notified o- 
therwise. Niles sald that bonding 
requirements were not unreason- 
able. Bender pointed out that the 
Lowell Gas Company had done a 
much better job in the street sur- 
facing in North Reading. Miceli 
added that Woburn Street, in Wil- 
mington, was an excellent job, 

Bender then changed the subject 
to that of the statistics presented 
by the gas company at an earlier 
hearing, on the persons who were 


going to use the gas service, in 
the Boutwell Street area, 

Bender pointed out that they were 
not happy about the statistics pre~ 
sented - 67% of the people voted, 
Gerard said that this'was of the 
people who had been contacted, 
and™then’ Bender facetiously said 
that 2 were 67% of three, and that 
that wasn’t the impression given 
to the Selectmen, Gerard answered 
that this was not his department, 
but that they had many more ser- 
vices to install than had been ex- 
pected, 

Action was deferred until abond 
has been posted, and the gas.com- 
pany is to call the Town Manager 
in three or four days, to confirm, 
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Statement by Cole-Layer-Trumble 


Robert Patten, Vice President 
of the Cole-Layer-Trumble Co, 
yesterday afternoon issued a des- 
cription of the methods used by 
his firm, in the re-appraisal pro- 
gram now nearing completion in 
Wilmington, 

‘Here is a description ofhow the 
tax equalization program is ac- 
complished, 

No. 1, In the work, each proper- 
ty has been vistied by staff apprais- 
ers of the Cole~Layer-Trumble 
Co, Each staff member recorded 
basic facts on arecordcard, which 
has become a part of the perma- 
nent assessing records of Wi- 
mington, These cards show an 
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outline sketch and measurement of 
each major building, the main fea- 
tures of construction, such as type 
of foundation, walls, roof, floors, 
heating and plumbing, and material 
finish. 

In some cases the company was 
unable to inspect the interior of 
the property, and was required to 
make {is own estimate of value, 
Several of the property owners 
whose homes were not inspected on 
the interior have been making ap- 
pointments with the appraisal com~ 
pany for a hearing. 

No, 2, From the data thus ga- 
thered the appraisers computed the 
cost to build each home, These 
costs were predicated on present 
day prices, A depreciation factor 
was then applied to each building, 
to properly reflect its present day 
physical condition, In some in- 
stances, a further factor of de- 
preciation was used to allow for 
obselence, for detracting neigh- 
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to buy in 1969,

Fred Arsenault spoke up to say 
that he was one of those who had 
been affected when 1/6th of the 
town was assessed a year ago, 
Some of the industries were high, 
he said, and some cuts were made 
at that time. 

Henneberger said that there was 
some dissatisfaction when the bills 
went out, 

Kavanaugh wanted to know how 
much more the town was 
when one compared a $37 tax rate 
With a $73 million appraisal witha 
$32 tax rate and a $93 million ap- 
praisal, No one could answer the 
question quickly, but Paul Niles 
grabbed a pencil and started to do 
some figuring. 

Felice Vitale was recognized. 
‘Maybe I can bat zero again tonite, 
The people voted this is. I spoke 
against it andcommented that ther~ 
would be trouble when {t came to 
residential property. I figure it 
is cheaper to pay the $48 it will 
cost on my home, than to pay the 
$248 to fight it in court,’ 

Charles Ritchie asked if the 
board had an opinion as to what 
could be done, Bender turned the 
question over to Town Counsel Alan’ 
T Altman, 

Altman stated that the Board of 
Assessors have complete authori- 
ty, and the Board of Selectmen 
have absolutely no authority. 

The whole thing was up to the 
best judgement of the people on the 
job, and they were commissioned 
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jue. 

Ritchie asked ifthe Chief Asses~ 
sor could review the figures (of 
Cole-Layer-'Trumble), and Altman 
said that he understood that the 
firm was in the position ‘of being 
advisors to the assessors, He 
added that when 400 people were 
objecting there might be something 
wrong. 

Selectman Miceli, for the first 
of three times in the meeting, sta~ 
ted that the Selectmen could take 
action under Chapter 44, Section 
46A of the General Laws, in which 
the State Director of Accounts, on 
his own iniative, upon request of the 
board of selectmen of a town, can 
if conditions appear to warrant it, 
and upon such a request, investi- 
gate the town’s financial transac- 
tions, and the affairs of the town, 
in any department whatsoever, 

Altman told Miceli that while the 
statue was there he did not know 
what the outcome would be. 

Arsenault again spoke up, to say 
that there must be some appeal to 
the assessors that the Selectmen 
could make, 

George Revelas of Grace Drive 
spoke of two ‘Identical Ranches’ 
opposite his home, one of which 
was assessed for $19,500 and the 
other for $18,400. He owned a 
Cape, assessed for $21,300, which

Ritchie asked Henneberger tolet 
Kavanaugh finish, and Kavanaugh 
wanted to know if they could delay 
the tax bills, 

Henneberger said the town would 
be late again - there will be hear- 
ings until Christmas, now, Kava~ 
naugh pointed out that it was sig- 
nificant that 95% of the voters who 
had been contacted had signed the 
petitions, 

Bender joked that it would almost 
be worth a Special Town Meeting, 
to get that number of voters out, 
He said that each individual had a 
right to go before the Board of As~ 
sessors, and to get an answer.

Dick Thackery of Kelley Road

People were willing to pay their 
fair share, Thackery argued, What 
is the simplest form, and how, and 
where, and when can a hearing be 
held? 

Bender commented that this was 
an excellent summation, Each in~ 
dividual had a right to be heard, 
and would be heard. The remedy 
after that was In the law, since the 
Board of ‘Selectmen had no rights 
in this area. All of those partici- 
pating should be commended for 
their work, and the forthrightness, 
and order, He would caution them 
not to be used by anyone for ul- 
terlor means, 

Kavanaugh said that there were 
no politicai affiliations, and the 
Board of Selectmen and townspeo- 
ple were doing a terrific job.
